The questions to which an- 
swers are desired apply primarily to the 
population, but also to all farms and 
manufacturing establishments. 
They 


are being published from time to time 
in the press of the country. 


By taking this trouble the absent citi- 


zen will do justice to his locality and 
hia state, and materially aid the census 
office in the performance of its duties.

Despite the $20,000 bond already fur- 
uLshrd it was feared that he might de- 
camp, and in making the second arrest it 
was decided to demand such heavy bail 
as to practically insure Xeely's imprison- 
ment. 


Edward K. Jones, special assistant to 


the United States attorney general, who 
has been intrusted with the prosecution 
of the civil suit, was active in causing 
Xeely's latest arrest. With the possible 
exception of Colonel George U. Burton, 
inspector general of the United States ar- 
my', who has made the- investigation of 
Xeely's tangled affairs iu Havana, Mr. 
Jones probably knows more of the real 
extent of the defalcation than any other 
man except the prisoner. 


Defalcation Perhaps $50O.OOO. 


After Neely had been locked up in the 


Ludiow Street jail Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Jones was seen at his ofiice, 45 Ce- 
dar street. In reply to a question as to 
the probable aggregate of Xeely's defal- 
cation Mr. Jones said: 


"I think now that it will reach !s-100,- 


000 or perhaps $300.000."

have learned from Colonel Burton. The 
suit begun today is to reeovex only about

There is good reason to believe that simi- 
lar embezzlements will be found to have 
occurred throughout a much longer peri- 
od, and I am sorry to say they are likely 
to swell the total figures to something 
like the sum I have named."

Jcde ead tho solitary 
grave on tho hillside would have been for- 
gotten years ago if it hadn't been that 01:0 
night a week or so after the poor s 
body had-been burled a curious jihf 
enou made its appearance at the grave oitd 
has persisted in appearing 
periodically 


ever since, thus keeping itself ever fresh 
in the minds of the people thereabout and 
necessarily perpetuating the memory of 
Judo and tho lonely grave. That phenom- 
enon is known as Jude's lijiht. 


"It first appeared to old Jasper Reid 


himself. He was sitting on tho piazza of 
his house ono night when ho saw a ball of 
firo rise in tho woods directly on the spot 
where Jude's grave was. Tho house stood 
—and stands yet—in the fork of two small 
creeks that join just below it, and the 
bottom land was swampy and covered 
with canobrakes. It was not an uncom- 
mon thing to see phosphorescent lights 
dance and float with tho winu over and 
among these brakes under cei tain condi- 
tions of the weather, and Reid supposed 
this light that rose on tbo hill was ono of 
these, although he had never before seen 
any of the phosphorescent will-o'-the-wisps 
appear"'so~far from "the 'lowlands, nor any 
go largo as this one. 
The light rose scv- 


,eral feet above Judo's grave, lingered there 
a moment and then started slowly down" 
the hill toward tho house. 
This amazed 


and" startled Reid, for quite a strong wind 
wh| blowing directly up the bill, and "yet 
this light was traveling with ease against 
it,' something no phosphorescent light had 
ever been known to do. Besides, this 
light illnminated with a deep reddish 
tinge the bashes and trees as it passed 
along. 'Reid was greatly disturbed in 
spite of himself as the light came on, bxit 
he believed it would disappear in the 
swamp, as tho will-o'-the-wisps all did. 
But this light passed right on through the 
brakes and moved straight toward the 
house. Reid bad not the courage to re- 
main longer in sight of the uncanny thing 
and hastened into tho house. 
The light 


did not stop in its direct course until it 
reached the house, and then it passed round 
and round tho house, as Reid solemnly de- 
clared to neighbors and as he wrote to a 
friend in Atlanta. It lingered about the 
prtmises an hour, watched by Reid nnd 
terror stricken members of his household, 
when it returned to tho spot in tho woods 
where it had first appeared, hovered a mo- 
ment in the air and dropped to tho ground 
and disappeared. 
This light continued to 


appear thus at irregular intervals for a 
month, when Reid, to escape the worri- 
meut it gave hini" and the terror it kept 
his family in, sold his farm and moved 
away. 


"A man named Bunt purchased tbo 


place, and I think descendants of his live 
there yet; but, at any rate, every one who 
has lived on tho farm sinco Reid wont 
away has seen and wondered at Jnde's 
light and its queer actions. Nathan Lyons, 
who lived on tbo farm once, says ho has 
seen the light moro than a hundred times. 
I have seen it myself three times. Al- 
though it is always a weird and startling 
apparition,'it long ago ceased to be a soiree 
of alarm or uneasiness to the people of the 
locality, and even the superstitious negroes 
manifest no terror when it appears, al- 
though they all sacredly belicro that it is 
poor Judo, tho slave, transformed for some 
cause into a ball of fire and doomed to 
make these eccentric journeys about the 
place where she once toiled. 
" This strango light is sparkling, but not 


brilliant. It invariably rises from Judo's 
grave, or whero the grave used to bo, for 
there is no mound there now, and never 
disappears until it returns to that spot 
One time when a man named Hartman 
lived on tho farm a brother'of his from 
Atlanta who was skeptical 'about this 
queer light came up there to investigate 
it. It appeared on tbo scene the first night 
the investigator was there anVl was par- 
ticularly bright and erratic. It oamo down 
tho hill, passed over tho farm and circled 
round, proceeded up the swamp and thon 
off into tho woods until it had gdne in that 
direction nearly a mile, where it remained 
stationary. 
This, Hartman's '. brother 


thought, was his opportunity,, and he do- 
cfdcd to go up to Jude's grave and bo 
thero when the light, came back and note 
how it; disappeared. He started rapidly up 
the hill. Jude's light glimmered in the 
distance. 
Hartman was within three or 


four rods of the grave when tho light glid- 
ed down through tho woods so quickly 
that it was poising over the grave before 
the investigator had gone two paces nearer 
and dropped, to tho ground ami disappeared 
before Hartman could roali/.o what had 
occurred. 


"This st*ange light differs so radically 


from tho common phosphorescent lights of 
tho Georgia swamps that it cannot bo ono 
of those. Tho phosphorescent lights can 
only travel with the wind. 
This light 


moves in the face of the strongest winds 
Phosphorescent lights vary in size and ap- 
pearance. This light is always tho same 
bize—about as largo as an average sized 
cantaloupe—and always of tho sumo red- 
dish glow, casting an illuminated belt 
perhaps a yard on each aide of it and ahead 
and behind it as it moves. It always rises 
at tho same Knot and passes along at the 
Bamo height above tho ground. It appears 
in tho driest and hottest as well as in tho 
coldest and wettest weather. It doesn't 
come out every night nor at any particular 
time of night, but Thomas Mizo, who 
lived on tho farm two yonrs, said bo saw 
Jndo's light 300 nights during thoso two 
yours and never later tlban 11 o'clock at 
night."—Xcw York Sun. ^

Just now the most fashionable- 
shade of hair among vvuuie-n is :i dwp rod- 
dish brown or bronze. To get that color 
wo bleach tBa hair to a blonde shade and 
then dye it to tho proper bronze tcuo. 
It 


is a very slow job, for there mast bo five 
or six applications of the bleach, and then 
tho dyeing takes a good deal of time. Tho 
whole process requires an entire day, nnd 
\voii;en will coruo in hero and sit from 
morning until evening, never losses pa- 
tience if they only think the result will be 
becoming and stylish. 


"But that's only one of tho ways in 


which they show their vanity about hair. 
There are lota of others. 
\Vhy, I had a 


woman come iii the other day who wanted 
nil her own hair cue off, so that she could 
wear a wig. 
I looked at her in surprise, 


Her head was covered with thick, soft, 
naturally wavy hair of the finest quality, 
but what do you suppose was her objection 
to it? It was gray ! I took out tho hair- 
pins, and the beautiful mass of hair fell in 
ripples far below her waist. 


'• 'But, madam,' I said, 'it is a shame 


to cut off this hair. It is magnificent.' 


"'Oh, no,' she said, 'I will not have 


gray hair. Cut it, I tell you. I want a 
brown wig.' 


"So, of course, I did as I was told. The 


hair dropped to the floor, and I was glad, 
I tell you, when I found she didn't want 
to take it away with her.

He Afterward Rosa to Be President ol 


the United States. 


During tho political campaign of 1S5C 


James Buchanan, tho Democratic nominee 
for the presidency, paid a Msit to Mercers- 
burg, 1-a., his native place, where he wns 
received with tho cry, "Hurrah for Uncle 
Jiinruie!" Ho stopped with the late Dr. 
Schafr, then a professor iu the theological 
seminary, and ilrs. Sehaff, anxious about 
tho dinner, gave special instructions to her 
colored cook, emphasizing them by tho re- 
mark that the guest might become presi- 
dent of the United States. "Woll, missus," 
placidly answered tho cook, "I guess ho 
ain't God Almighty, is he'<" 


The father of Buchanan, the fifteenth 


president, was an immigrant from north- 
ern Ireland, and in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century built two log cabins 
three miles from Mercorsburg. to serve as 
a trading post for the Indians and the set- 
tlers in that bparsely settled region. When 
James was a little boy, his mother, busy 
at tbccoun-ter of the store and with house- 
hold cures, used to tie a bell around his 
neck that ho might not get beyond her 
hearing. The motherly device gave rise to 
the story—one of tho traditions of the 
neighborhoqd—• of "Jamie and the bell," 
•which Dr. Sehaff shortly after tbo inau- 
guration of Mr. Buchanan told to a Sunday 
school at Carlisle. The incident, after- 
ward erroneously Cold of James G. Blaino 
when he was a candidate for tho presi- 
dency, is thus narrated in tho address, 
which wo copv from the "Lifoof Philip 
Sehaff," by 1-is son: 


"Three miles from tho town (Mercers- 


burg) where I live a .little boy was born in 
the mountains whose name was Jamie. 
When he was 4 or 5 years of age, his good 
mother, afraid that she should lose her 
Irish boy amid the rocks and bushes, tied 
a little bell around his neck, that s-he 
might know if he were near by or far off.

A New Zealand Native Custom In Recur;! 


to Land Transfers. 


ilr. Hugh Craig of San Francisco tells 


somo interesting stories alxiut Xevv 7.,-.i- 
land and the native customs. He was born 
iu that island, whero his father, who was 
u native of Scotland, lived for a number 
of years. Mr. Craig says thiit tho title to 
all land is vested in tho natives, according 
to tho agreement made with England., and 
that when land is to be transferred tbo de- 
termination of any question of ownership 
comes before a court constituted for that 
purpose. On ono occasion, vt hen a hearing 
iu u case was in progress, a young nativo 
informed tho court that his father owned 
tho land, and in consequence it now be- 
longed to him. When some of the natives 
were askeel if he spoke the truth, they re- 
plied that he did. 


At this point an old nativo who was sir- 


ting in tho rear of the courtroom arose to 
his feet, and, throwing aside his mantle, 
stood forth stark naked and, coming for- 
ward, addressed tho court. 
This inodo of 


dress, or rather undre-ss, Mr. Craig said, 
was by no means uncommon when natives 
appeared before the land court. 
Ho pro- 


ceeded to teH tbo court; that the young 
man was mistaken in claiming tho own- 
ership of tho land. He himself held tho 
title to the property. He said years ago he 
went to war against tho owner of tho prop- 
erty in question, and that not only was 
the proprietor of the land killed, but every 
member of tho family except tho young 
man who had just claimed the land. 


"Ho was then a babe," continued tho 


old man, "and I bad seized him by one of 
his feet and was about to dash his brains I 
out against a rock, when rny wife inter- j 
ceded on behalf of the boy ami begged thiit i 
his life bo spared, and that ho be given to 
[ 


her." 


He went on to say that ho granted her 


request and gave her tho boy, who had 
ever sinco lived in his family. 


"Xoiv ho claims tho land," he added, 


"because his father owned it. But 1 
fought his father and killed him nnd all 
tho members of his family. Wliat is more, 
I ato all of his body thut was edible, FO 
that all that remained of his father passed 
into me." 


Tho old man continued that, under thcso 


circumstances, he thought ho had proved 
a good title to the land. 


When tho natives who had heard this 


statement wore questioned, they said thiit i 
what the old man had stated was true and i 
that, according to their customs, tho title 
to the land in question had passed to him. 
Tho court so decided, and so, concluded ' 
Mr. Craig, there is in New Zealand, in ad- j

The planet Venus is our nearest celestial 


neighbor, the moon al.>nc exoopu-U. 
And 


> el our knowledge of Vunu», as compared 
•A ith that of Mars, is comparatively small. 
Tills is sot because ol tbo lack of effort to 
iii<-rvase that kuuvvk-dge, but to othvr 
causes beyond our control, which aro ex- 
plained by Camilla Flummarion in Lo 
iiullctin do la Soclet* Astroaoiuiquo do 
i>~raniv. M. Flamruarion writes as fellows: 


"When Venus is nearest to us, with a 


trUei-upo magnifying 00 times only it ap- 
pears as largo as tbo moon as soen with 
the naked eye. An instrument which 
i»:it;jjilies 3uO times exhibits Venus to us 
ten times longer in diaiaewr than the 
J4>oon, and a magnifying power of COO 
makes Venus 20 times larger than the 
moon. Instruments which magnify thus 
give great opportunities for telescopic 
study, and they have produced marvelous 
results ia the case of Mars,, a planet both 
farther from us and smaller than Venus. 
In tho <-:i«o of the latttr planet wo are as 
yet not sure of anything. 


"Tho reason of this is the difficulty of 


observation. In the first place, since Venus 
revolves around the sun in an orbit in- 


j terior to ours tho time of its greatest 


proximity is when it passes between tho 
sun and us. Its illuminated hemisphere 
is namr.illy always turned towaord the sun. 
There result phases analogous to thoso of 
the moon. Tho nearer Venus comes to the 
earth tho less we see of its surface. 
Tho 


lurthcr it gets away from us tho moro we 
see of its siirfai*1, buo tho planet is reduced 
to its smallest apparent dimension. A sec- 
ond circumstance, not less deplorable for 
tho success of our studies, is that Venus is 
surrounded by an immense atmosphere, 
twice as dense and much higher than ours. 
The effect of this is that we never can bo 
sure of anything we see on Venus," 


To demonstrate this M. Fiamioarion 


gives a summary, which cannot be read 
without amusement, of tho results of ob- 
servations erf Venus during nearly 250 
years: "Tho first observer was Dominic 
Cassini, at Bologna in 1666. who observed 
what ho believed to bo a brilliant spot on 
Venus, and this spot ho continued to see 
until his death in 17215. By the recurring 
appear.mce of this spot Cassini calculated 
that Venus turned on its axis once in less 
than a terrestrial day and revolved in its 
orbit in nearly 23 dajs. 
Cassini's son, 


73 years later, thought that he too Saw 
spots an tho planet. 
His 
calculation 


, w.is that Venus rotated on its axis in 
! about 23 hours and £2 minutes. 
Early 


in tho seventeenth century another Italian 
astronomer, Bfanchim, thought he di«cuv- 
ered a new set of spots, and he lengthened 
tho timo of tho rotation of Venus on its 
axis to 24 days S hours. 
Then Jobann 


Hioronymus Sehrotcr (1745-1SIU) declared 
that ho had discovered on Venus motin- 


j tains six times higher than Chimborazo, 
, nnd ho fixed tho rotation of the planet oil 
j its axis ut 2o hour.-, 21 minutes. 
Sir \Vil- 


j liam HeiSLhol in his turn finally became 
| convinced that no one hud ever seen spots 


I 011 Venus, that what they believed to bo 


such were optical deceptions. He declared 


' that it vviui impossible to discover the 


I length of time taken by Venus in turning 


on its axis, and ho ceased to make observu- 
tions of tho planet. As for the high moun- 
tains found by Schrotcr, Sir William 
laughed at him. Father do Vico and his 
colleague, I'alomba, of Rome in 1839 made 
moro than 10,000 observations of Vcmis 
and ended by btnutly asserting that thero 
were spots on Venus, mid they made tho

Washington, May 23.—The following 


cable message has been received from 
Ceneral Mai-Arthur: "Wheaton reports 
two companies insurgents, c-omprisinj; the 
c-ommandante, one captain, two first lieu- 
tenants, four second lieutenants, IteJ men. 
with ItJS guns in good condition; small 
quantity 
ammunition, surrendered 
at 


Tarlac at 2 a. in. May 22. This is first 
instance in islands of surrender of organ- 
izations complete, and is regarded as sig- 
nificant and important." 


The dispatch was immediately sent to 


the White House and read to ^he presi- 
dent by Secretary Root All recent re- 
pores from the islands hare shown a 
great improvement in the situation. The 
insurgents appear to be demoralized, ow- 
ing to the great success of the American 
troops. 
The report of yesterday that 


500 Filipinos were routed by only SO, 
Americans is much commented upon by 
army officers. 


It is admitted unofficially that the im- 


proved conditions are due entirely to the 
course recently adopted of showing no 
quarter to the Filipinos, who are now 
treated as bandits and murderers. 
Pri- 


vate advices received at the war depart- 
ment show that there are frequent exe- 
cutions of captured Filipino bandits. 
This is, however, only after trial by na- 
tive courts and a regular, legal sentence 
of death. An instance of this is reported 
from Laong. A gang of insurgents kill- 
ed nine native police of the town of 
Bangui and. also killed the presidents 
and looted his house. 
A troop of the 


Third cavalry, under Lieutenant Thayer, 
was sent to Bangui at midnight and 
taught 37 of the ladrones in the presl- 
dente's house. The cavalrymen tied the 
insurgents with their lariats and took 
them to Lining! The trial~of the piisoa 
ers by a~native court with a native judge'- 
•was then ordered by Colojiel Jlon.se. 
Their fate; acJcording to the report from 
Laojig, will depend upon the action 01' 
the native court.

The First TTorkinc Telegraph tice t\'»s 


at Princeton College. 


'The "campus wire," as tho slue cms 


called it, was tho thing wliicb excited loo 
most wonderful speculation when Henry 
was nt Priucnton. Dr. Edward Shippcu 
of Philadelphia, of tl»o class of '45, states 
that it ran along from Philosophical hall, 
by thn front of North college, aTiionpc tho 
outer branches of sc»to of tho firm trees, 
and thoii round the western end to Profess- 
or Henry's house, which was west of 
North college and south of the old library 
and Becitiition hall. This wire was the 
fhst in which tho current was completed 
through tho earth. It went into the well 
at thu professor's bou.=e, the other end be- 
ing in thu earth at Philosophical hall. 


Professor Henry of ccn used the "campus 


wire'' in the presence of tho students, al- 
though he *vas not given to superfluous 
experiments. Ee had an arbitrary code. 
If he wanted his luncheon sent o\cr, he 
worked his armature a few times accord- 
ing to tho code. Mrs. Henry received the 
message. Tho students waited, imd~pres- 
encly Pam would appear bringing the pre- 
cise articles ordered on a tray covered 
with a napkin. 


This simple cshibition of what is now 


an everyday transaction was then a source 
of wonder. This occurred again and again 
before Morse telegraphed between Balti- 
more and Washington, which was in the 
month of May, 3844..—James W. Alesan- 
dcr in June Seribner's.

Barnum and Jenny Lind was negotiated 
by Mr. Barnmn's agent, J. H. Wilton, in 
January, 1S50, with the singer herself; 
that thi^was a year and four months bo- 
fore Mr. Goldschmidt, who joined her 
company here in Miiy, 1851, afrrr >Ir. Ju- 
lius Benedict, the original pianist, had re- 
turned to England, over saw Ameriwt, and 
that the tek-graphic message so peremp- 
torily ordered and promptly sent was dif- 
patchcd eight years before there was an 
Atlantic cable!

It was Barnum's most 
masterly trick. 
He had provided tho 


money to build the bridge, hired tho "in- 
vited" public to stand on it at 610 per 
head, placed those who could swim farthest 
from the shore, tho others nearer, and tho 
'fnomerrt Win ship landed tho piers wero 
pulled away and tho structure, wjth all up- 
on it, precipitated into tho water. A few 
hours later telegrams flashed in all direc- 
tions: "Horrible catastrophe! Five-hun- 
dred dead! When the ship which brought 
tho Swedish Xightiuaglc to Now York 
hove in sight today, there was such n 
crowd and a scramble on the newly built 
landing bridge that it collapsed. Fivo 
hundred persons drowned. When Miss 
Jenny Lind heard of tho dreadful catas- 
trophe, she wept bitterly, and at oneo tho 
pious artist" resolved to devote tlio proceeds 
jf her first concert to the relief of tho fam- 
ilies of the victims." And Mr. Franz Frid- 
berg concludes, putting tho words into the 
mouth of the geniul Maurice: "Barnum 
did the biggest business ho over did in 
America—that is, ho did got a bigger card 
later—Jumbo, tho white elephant!"
